EUROPEAN SERVICES 


Imperial Airways maintains regular daily services 
throughout the year to Paris, to Brussels, and to 
Cologne. In the summer the company operates a daily 
service to Basle and to Ziirich (Switzerland), by way 
of Paris, and a week-end one to Le Touquet 

During the winter there are two, and in the spring 
three Imperial Airways’ services a day in both direc- 
tions between London and Paris. In the summer there 
are five a day, and during those months you can fly 
from London to Paris and back in a day, spending 
nearly seven hours in Paris, or to Brussels and back with 













over six hours there. You can get a cheap fifteen-day 
return ticket to either place, which may be used on that 
day or on any subsequent day up to and including the 
fifteenth 

Imperial Airways’ service will also take you to Cologne 
—the Gateway of Germany—or to Basle—the entrance 
into Switzerland—in five-and-a-half hours 

Imperial Airways also acts as the general agent in Great 
Britain for the German Air Lines (Deutsche Luft Hansa 
A,G.), and for the Belgian Air Lines (S.A.B.E.N.A), 
and these two companies maintain, between them, 
regular daily services between London, Belgium, 
Holland and Germany, and in the summer to Denmark 
and Sweden
